DA Harris has tremendous insight into the fundamentals of 
prosecution and the ways in which public safety leaders need to approach reform in order to 
implement effective, long term approaches to prevention and crime reduction. She speaks the 
language of law enforcement and corrections and is a sought after speaker and partner by 
traditionally moderate and conservative organizations. 

She has been elected to the Board of Director and is a Vice President of the National District 
Attorney s Association and was appointed to Co-Chair its Corrections and Reentry Committee. 

IS also a Board Member of the California District Attorney’s Association and is Chair 
ot Its Reentry Committee and Co-Chair of the Sexual Assault Committee. DA Harris, by virtue 
or her professional success and affiliations, progressive policies and her current role as District 
Attorney of San Francisco is uniquely positioned to build an important bridge that transcends 
conservative and liberal viewpoints on incarceration, prison reform and reentry, guided by the 
etticacy of smart on crime” policies and programs. 

DA Harris has had success turning her opinions about needed reforms into new laws at a level 
^ely seen among local prosecutors. In May 2007, she was invited to testify before the U.S. 
House of Representatives Judiciary Committee on criminal justice issues. Since taking office in 
January 2004, she has successfully championed four local ordinances and ballot measures and 
seven new State laws, including the California Trafficking Victims Protection Act, new penalties 
tor child sexual exploitation, civil rights protections Ifom employment and housing 
discnmination for victims of domestic violence, annuity fraud protection for seniors, benefits and 
services for immigrant survivors of domestic violence and human traffic kin gs reforms in the 
treatment of mentally disordered offenders, and legislation barring gender identity and sexual 
orientation bias at trial. She has also been a statewide leader on ballot measures involving 
reproductive freedom and early childhood education. She is sponsored three successful local gun 
control measures and is the speaker of six bills making their way through the State legislature 
including funding for reentry programs. ’ 

The suceess of Back on Track, DA Harris’s flagship reentry program has opened the door for 
Tprogressive reentry efforts and support for additional programs. 

^ zUO/, DA Hams plans to expand Back on Track. She will also create and open the State’s 
first bcally run prisoner Reentry Center that will bring prison inmates back to San Francisco to 
finish out the last twelve months of their sentence in an intensive rehabilitative and reentry 
program based in our county jail. 

DA Harris is ready to build on the policy and programmatic progress she has helped to make to 
gam support for progressive programs in criminal justice and reentry. She regularly talks about 
the benefits and baseline successes of the Back on Track program within her ever-expanding 
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speaking circuit. Her work can also help the State determine what strategies are most effective 
for prison and parole reform. She can help build consensus from the private sector, labor and 
local officials around issues such as reducing statutory barriers to employment, and providing 
hiring incentives for state and local contractors who employ former offenders. Her efforts can 
help direct state allocations to fund reentry models. 

With a recent emergence of interest from regional law enforcement leaders, the office is 
particularly poised with a time sensitive opportunity to increase our education and advocacy 
efforts on reentry issues and corrections reform efforts. 

For this movement-building to be successful, DA Harris’ efforts are dependent on a successful 
evaluation of her flagship model. Back on Track. The success of the Back on TVacA; program and 
progressive reentry policy needs to be accurately captured, rigorously documented, and 
conveyed. 

DA Harris is committed to raising critical thought around the societal and cost benefit 
advantages to programs like Back on Track and must make sure she has both empirical and 
evidence based research to support the arguments that she is making. I hope you will consider 
funding the RAND Corporation for the purpose of conducting a Back on Track qualitative and 
quantitative evaluation that will result in the creation of a publicly available and peer reviewed 
project report. 


Upon completion of the report, DA Harris will commence a Back on Track speaking circuit that 
highlights the research driven success of the program and will disseminate the findings to a wide 
range of interested parties including members of the National District Attorney’s Association, 
California District Attorney’s Association, California State Sheriffs Association, International 
Association of Chiefs of Police, San Francisco Chamber of Commerce and the chambers of other 
major California cities, California Attorneys for Criminal Justice and California Public 
Defender’s Association and to leaders in organized labor and the building trades. 

Rosenberg’s investment of $ 110,000 towards a Back on Track evaluation will enable DA Harris 
to strengthen her advocacy efforts regarding progressive criminal justice and reentry reform, and 
this can have a substantial impact on the way law enforcement, labor, building trades and private 
sector leaders perceive and understand what are best practices and key strategies for reducing 
recidivism and increasing public safety.

Eligibility 

Back On Track candidates may be eligible to participate in the program based on, but not limited 
to, the following criteria; 

■ Age 18-30 years. Priority will be given to applicants who are parents of minor children. 

■ Residents of San Francisco, San Mateo, Alameda or Contra Costa Counties. 

■ Charged with a sale or possession for sale offense including Health and Safety Code 
sections 11351, 11351.5, 11352, 11359, 11378, 11378.5, or 11379. 

■ Involves less than 5 grams of controlled substance (or less than one ounce of marijuana). 

■ CuiTent offense does not involve a firearm. 

■ No prior convictions for firearms. 

■ No active membership in an organized street gang. 

■ No sales or possession for sale at or near a school (H&S 11353.6). 

■ No prior violent history. 

■ No prior felony conviction in any jurisdiction. 

■ No participant shall be allowed in the program with more than two open felony cases. 

■ A Deferred Entry of Judgment is required for sales offenses. For any offense charged, all 
defendants,must complete a 6 week probationary program before being accepted into 
Back on Track. 

■ Admission rests solely within the discretion of the District Attorneys’ Office. 
Enrollment Process 

■ A determination of eligibility will be made at the time of charging. 

■ At arraignment, defendants will be advised of Back on Track eligibility. 

When a defendant accepts the terms of participation for Back on Track, the defendant is 
referred to Goodwill Industries to participate in an initial, six-week probationary period 
with a return date in the referring department for the Deferred Entry of Judgment 
(“DEJ”), or for formal acceptance into the program in non-DEJ cases. 

After successful participation in the probationary period, the defendant pleads guilty and 
enters a DEJ (for sales cases) and is formally admitted to the Back on Track program. 
Sentencing is deferred for 12 to 18 months. 

Defendants are required to appear in Back on Track Court every two weeks for progress 
reports. 

■ After at least twelve continuous months of successful participation in the Back on Track 
program, the defendant may graduate from the program. At graduation, the defendant’s 
case will be dismissed and the record sealed. 
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Defendant Benefits 

■ Job training and placement assistance. 

■ Intensive case management and support. 

■ Access to Goodwill Industries’ paid Transitional Jobs Program. 

■ Educational opportunities, including G.E.D. classes and assistance with applications and 
financial aid at San Francisco City College and other programs. 

■ Interactive monthly life skills workshops. 

■ Upon successful completion of the program, the defendant’s case will be dismissed 
pursuant to PC Section 1203.4. 

■ Graduates can have their arrest records sealed under Penal Code Section 851.90. 
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
